enough bananas to teed the biology department

he rectangular glass structure between Koch Center 

and Powell Hall may have seemed tiny, but botony and 

biology students weren't deceived by its size. Those who 
dared to peek inside discovered a treasure-trove of goodies, 
including paradise birds, pencil plants, red powder puffs, 
popcorn trees and devil’s chilies. 

They may have been humble plants, but they lived in a 
less-than-humble abode — the greenhouse located between 
Koch and Powell. Home to dozens of species of plants, the 
greenhouse contained plants from as far away as Costa Rica 
and as exotic as banana trees. 

“Right now we use the greenhouse for two different 
things,” said Eric Ribbens, assistant professor of biology, 
who operated the greenhouse with James Brenneman, 
professor of biology. “It’s one of many resources we use to 
study plant families. We’re also using it for independent 
research for students and faculty.” 

It wasn’t until 1957, though, that students and faculty 
had such opportunities. That year, Louis Winternheimer, 
now professor emeritus of biology, arrived at UE. One year 
and about $10,000 later, the greenhouse was completed. 

“Greenhouses come in kit form, so to speak,” Winternhe- 
imer said. “The greenhouse itself was up in three days.” 

The greenhouse may have been completed years ago, but 
the renovation process has been ongoing. In 1972 a potting 
room was added to replace the former potting area — a

basement room in Koch that was transformed into a com- 
puter lab when its leafy occupants left. 

Although money was poured into the greenhouse, the 
investments reaped financial — and edible — rewards. In thi 
past, horticulture classes grew geraniums and then spon- 
sored plant sales, Winternheimer said. 

“We'd have the greenhouse full of plants from that class,” 
he said. “The sale would be at the greenhouse, and students 
were there to explain how plants grew. We turned the money 
around and used it to purchase things for the greenhouse.” 

And it wasn’t ‘an unusual sight years ago to see faculty 
members parading down the halls of Koch, searching for 
hungry colleagues to munch on their home-grown bananas. 

Senior Jennifer Brickey spent more than two years as a 
work study in the greenhouse. A biology major with an 
emphasis on botany, Brickey visited the greenhouse every 
day, even on weekends and during the summer. Under her 
watchful eye, the plants received anywhere from half an hou 
to two hours of daily care. 

“I propagate plants and keep them alive,” she said. “It’s 
not a hard job. It just takes some time to know how each 
plant is.” 

Despite occasional problems with aphids and other assort 
ed creatures, the greenhouse saw constant use throughout 
the year. 

“It’s been used since day one,” Winternheimer said. +

Ve Chapel houses a sanctuary, a 24-hour prayer 
chapel, offices, classroom and lounge.

he cornerstone of Neu Chapel spoke volumes about UE. Pictures, 

newspapers and even film were stored in the more than 30-year-old 

foundation. But not even bricks could tell the complete story of a build- 
ing that, since its dedication in 1966, witnessed hundreds of weddings, 
withstood a flood that left more than six feet of standing water in the base- 
ment and was host to everything from regular Sunday morning chapel 
services to Martin Luther King Jr. Day events. 

“This is a very busy building in terms of classes and concerts,” chaplain 
John Brittain said. “One of the bum raps we get sometimes is that people 
assume we're like their home church and [the chapel is] used only twice a 
week. A lot of times we'll have three or four things back to back.” 

Neu Chapel has been a hub of campus activity since the first brick was 
laid in 1964. Named for Mr. and Mrs. Adam J. Neu, whose $350,000 dona- 
tion largely paid for the chapel’s construction, the chapel seats nearly 500 
people. 

Shirley Robuck, secretary in University Relations, said the chapel had the 
largest seating capacity on campus with the exception of Shanklin Theatre. 
Structurally, the chapel hasn’t changed much since its construction, despite 
a destructive flood in the late 1980s. 

“More than 10 years ago, we had a massive flood, and as a result, 6 feet 8 
inches of water got into the underground tunnels,” said Wayne Perkins, chair 
of the religion and philosophy department. 

The flood destroyed the basement’s furniture and paneling and wreaked 
havoc with the electrical system. 


“Everything had to be taken out of Neu Chapel,” Perkins said. “The univer- 


sity had to bear the burden of the cost of total renovation.” 

After the flood, Virginia Grabill, now a professor emerita of English, devel- 
oped the idea for Grabill Lounge, a multipurpose room that was completed in 
1988. Other renovations focused on meeting fire and safety codes and creat- 
ing a more handicap-accessible facility. In 1993, a ramp was installed on the 


south side of the chapel’s entrance and the narthex was fitted with handicap- 


accessible men’s and women’s bathrooms. Two years ago, several pews were 
shortened to create wheelchair spaces. 

Another change was a limit on weddings scheduled in the chapel. In past 
years, it was common to have up to nine weddings on one Saturday. Wed- 
dings during the school year were later restricted to students and alumni. 

“During the academic year, couples who wish to marry in Neu Chapel 
must have some relationship to the university,” Brittain said. “During the 
summer, people can reserve the chapel on a first-come, first-serve basis.” 

Although Neu Chapel may swarm with weddings, renovations and other 
activities, its meaning is not lost on the Evansville community. 

“I think that the chapel has great symbolic significance,” Perkins said. 
“[Before], there was nothing to mark out a church-related university. I think 
it gives a message to students and visitors that this is not just a public 
university or a private university, but that it’s a church-related university.” +

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conscious of his own universality. His intention is not to 
teach his audience, but to share something personal. 

“You can’t convincingly write about a character that you 
can't identify with,” he said. 

And it is because he knows his characters so intimately 
that their stories are so appealing to his audiences. He is 
acutely aware of the fears of the living and one of these is the 
“fear that the human being isn’t worth very much.” He 
desperately “strives to find some redemption, some holiness 
to the human life.” 

This search for meaning permeates Miller’s work. Within 
the journey his characters take is a quest for deeper truth. 
This truth transcends what it means to be black or white, 
male or female, young or old, and asks what it means to be 
human. *

am a chicken. I proudly admit it. Iam scared of the dark, always have 

been. I don’t walk alone at night; I fear the rapist in the bushes. I don’t 

drive fast. I don’t bungee jump. I don’t even jump out of my loft. Yet, I 
went skydiving. I know it doesn’t make sense, but I did it. 

At the drop zone I met my jumpmaster, Larry “Sarge” Bozic, an experi- 
enced diver with more than 1,300 jumps under his belt. I thought it was a 
good sign he didn’t have any large scars, a limp or wear a prosthesis. 

But I panicked. I didn’t want to end up out of sight of the airport, caught 
in a tree, struggling in a lake with a wet canopy or tangled up in power lines. 
I also doubted my six hours of instruction. And then, there was the “wet-my- 
pants” fright factor. Landing with a wet jumpsuit would have been pretty 
embarrassing. 

There were no butterflies —- nothing but a big void that made me reconsid- 
er what kind of person I am. For the first time, I had to look inside myself 
and decide if I could be responsible for my own life. 

At first, the answer was a resounding “NO!” I was too sensible to jump out 
of a perfectly good airplane. What if I died? Then I remembered a quote on 
the wall of one of my high school classrooms. “You can’t really die if you 
haven't really lived.” Then I started to get pumped. 

I boarded the plane and began to climb. When we reached 3,000 feet, 
Sarge handed me my static line and let me tug on it so I'd know it was 
secure. Then everything moved quickly. The door came open, and true to his 
nickname, Sarge began barking orders.

mind when the name Amanda Greer was mentioned on 
campus.

The senior attributed this to her environment, opportunities 
and others’ influence. During her UE years she was active in 
Zeta Tau Alpha and was Panhellenic president in 1997.

In her sophomore year she started to blossom because of 
her controversial invitation to Katie Koestner, a rape survivor, 
to speak to students about rape and sexual assault.

The issue seemed to die, 
but Amanda worked on the campaign well into her senior year, 
never losing faith that the new policy would eventually be re- 
vivied and accepted by the administration. 

Everything she was involved in she tried to improve. 

“I believe that for any organization to reach its full potential 
you have to grow and change,” she said. 

She also applied this philosophy to herself. While backpack- 
ing through Europe, Amanda realized how independent she 
was and that she didn’t necessarily have to rely on others. 

“I had to be independent to prove to myself that I could do 
it,” she said. +

ith microphone in hand, forward 
Chris Hollender stood at center court 
after the Aces’ final home game of the 
season.

“When you're out 
there wearing the sleeves you feel like you're 
playing for all past players, your teammates, 
the fans and the future of the program.” 

Hollender became the team’s leader. At 
first he was uneasy with the position, but 
the team, which included nine freshmen, 
was serious on the court and a pleasure to 
be around. He also credited coach Jim 
Crew’s tutelage in his development as a 
player and a person. 

“He’s the kind of coach who really cares 
about his team first, and he was there all the 
time to talk to [me] as a friend whenever I 
needed one,” Hollender said. “He made me a 
better person for playing here.” 

In the end, the team didn’t do as well as 
most would have liked; they ended the sea- 
son 15-15 and finished sixth in the MVC, 
losing a heartbreaker to Southwest Missouri 
State in the MVC tournament.

son started, coach Ken Ralph guided the men to 
a 4-4 record and the women to a 6-3 record.

here was an abundance of talent on this year’s team, 

and even though there were some impressive statistics 

for a number of players, UE struggled as a team and 

finished below the .500 mark for the second year ina 
row. The weather also didn’t help the Aces as rain hindered 
appearances and chilly temperatures made hitting the ball 
hurt. 

One of the players who had an highly impressive year was 
leftfielder Brian McMillin. He led the team with a .380 bat- 
ting average, the ninth best in school history. He scored 61 
runs, stole 31 bases and had 58 RBIs and 81 hits with 12 
home runs. The junior also was chosen as the Aces most 
valuable player and received the Mr. Hustle Award. He also 
was named to the Missouri Valley Conference all-conference 
second team and earned MVC academic all-league first team 
honors. 

Pitcher John Kremer struck out 88 batters in 69.1 inning 
for the Aces, and appeared in all five of UE’s games in the 
MVC Tournament. He was named the Aces’ most valuable 
pitcher and was a MVC academic all-league honoree. He anc 
lefthander Jeremy Brown both return next year. Brown had 
64 strikeouts this season. 

During his career at UE, catcher Bobby Hodges had 24 
home runs, 159 runs, 234 hits and 148 RBIs. One of Hodg- 
es’ biggest moments came near the end of the season agains 
MVC champion Wichita State. Even though the Aces fell to 
the Shockers, the senior was seven of 12 from the plate — 
good enough for a .583 batting average — during the three- 
game series. He hit one double, two homers and knocked 
seven runs in during the series. 

Third baseman Anthony Molina opened strong for the 
Aces batting .481 with a .797 slugging percentage through 
the end of March. The senior’s numbers dipped from that 
point, but he finished the season with 49 RBIs. He was 
named to the MVC honorable mention team. 

Following in the footsteps of his brother, Jamey, the 
former UE standout, second baseman Wes Carroll turned in 
a stellar performance at second and hit 18 doubles on the 
year along with two homers and 36 RBIs. Freshman pitcher 
Willie Glen was named the team’s most improved player. He 
was 4-1 with an ERA of 5.91. 

Centerfielder Aaron Pembroke finished his collegiate play 
by hitting .306 on the season with nine doubles and 33 
RBIs. The senior set UE career records for runs scored (201: 
and stolen bases (106). | 

As a team the Aces broke a number of school records this 
season — most runs in a season (423), most hits (651), mos 
doubles (136) and most RBIs (374). The Aces finished the — 
season 28-30 overall and 16-22 in conference. Although the 
team had some problems this year, with only four seniors

he struggles of the men’s tennis team continued 
through yet another season. Not because the team 
lacked talent, but because of injuries to its play- 
ers. 

With injuries to seniors Steve Brockriede and Jeff 
Maresh, the Aces lacked both in leadership and depth. 
With the loss of these two for most of the season, the 
team finished with a 5-16 record, 2-8 in the Missouri 
Valley Conference. 

Although the season was a long one for many, 
sophomore Leandro Festino was a major contributor as 
he finished the season with a 13-17 record as the Aces 
No. 1 male singles player. Even though he finished with 
less than a .500 record, his accomplishments were 
noticed by the MVC as he was named to the Singles 
All-Select Team. He was also a unanimous first team 
selection for the MVC All-Academic team. 

Other Aces named to the All-Academic team were 
sophomore Stephen Hawkes, juniors Will Bruce and 
Jeff King and senior Jeff Maresh. 

The women’s team faired a bit better, but inconsis- 
tency eventually caught up to them as they finished 
the season 11-11, 4-6 in the MVC. 

But individual accomplishments overcame the 
inconsistent play. Junior Karen Black finished the 
season with a 29-7 record, which included her winning 
four straight matches at the MVC tournament. One of 
these victories came against last season’s MVC Player 
of the Year, Lisa Field of Wichita State, in three sets. 

To go along with an MVC championship, Black 
teamed with senior Margy Schnakenburg to finish No. 
1 in doubles with a 15-2 spring record. They also won 
all three of their matches at the MVC tournament. 

Black and Schnakenburg were both named to the 
MVC All-Academic team, and Black was chosen as the 
recipient of the Ida M. Stieler Award, presented annu- 
ally to UE’s most outstanding female athlete. 

“Karen is very deserving because in addition to being 
a talented player, she gets the most out of her ability 
through a lot of hard work,” women’s coach Chris 
Payne said. 

Schnakenburg became UE’s all-time win leader in 
women’s tennis when she defeated Zana Frigonovie of 
Illinois State this season. 

“Margy finished her career at the top of her game 
and we were all very proud of her achievement,” Payne 
said. 

The men’s and women’s teams overcame a lot 
throughout the season. The inconsistencies of both 
ivi teams were overshadowed by the individual accom-
